A temporary restraining order 


was issued in the Thirteenth Judi- 
cial district cou^t 
by Hawkins 
Scarborough, district judge, Thurs- 
day afternoon, restraining the Na- 
varro county commissioners' court 
Irom selling the $135,000'good roads 
bonds of Navarro County Road Dis- 
trict No. 2, the Purdon district, in 
favor of C. E. Thomas ct als, prop- 
erty owners within the district, In 
injunction 
proceedings 
brought 
against the commissioners' court, 
tax assessor 
and tax collector 
Thursday. A hearing on this mat- 
ter was set dowii by Judge Scar- 
borough for Saturday, Dec. 14. 
The, petition alleges that the 
$135,000 bonds for road Improve- 
ment within the district ,is in ex- 
cess of one-fourth of the assessed 
value of the real property within 
the district and that thi bonds are 
null and void for that reason. 
The bonds were voted on by the 
district. Nov. 7, 1927. and the Na- 
varro county commisisoncrs' court 
had advertised the bonds for sale 
and also for contracts for the con- 
struction of concrete roads, to ba 
opened at the meeting of the court 
Monday morning at 10 o'clock. The 
restraining order will prohibit the 
sale of the bonds Monday as the 
hearing on the injunction proceed, 
ingg will not be held until almost a 
week after Monday. 
In the petition of the plaintiffs, 
it Is'allged that the transcript of 
the proceedings of the election, and 
othsr necessary papers, were sent 
to the attorney general's depart- 
ment,* and that the tax assessor, 
Mose Wells, and tax collector, Mrs. 


Joe Woods, certified that the as 
sessed valuations of the district for 
1927 approximated $577,740. 
The 
petition recites 
that the valua- 
tions were not over $500,000. 
It 
was pointed out that the assessed 
valuations in 1928 were $505,020, 
and in 1929 $382,080: The petition 
alleges that the bonds are illegal 
and that the commissioners' court 
is without authority to sell the 
bonds as the bonds ''xceed one- 
fourth the assessed valuation of 
the district. 


The'petition asked that a writ of 
injunction ba granted, restraining 
the court from selling ihe bonds, 
and also ffom levying and collect- 
ing taxes for same, and fo declare 
them, null and void.

POLICIES ARE LOCAL.

Unbiased pronouncements 


of the Department of Agri- 
culture on the crow problem 
have been interpreted in 
some quarters by opponents 
of the crow as demanding 
that the bird 
be protect- 


ed 
Such 
an 
interpreta- 


tion, however, is not war- 
ranted by anything that 
the department has publish- 
ed on the subject, say offi- 
cials of the Bureau of Biolog- 
ical Survey. Champions of 
special intei'ests, they say, 
sometimes forget that an or- 
ganization like the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture must- 
take into consideration all 
aspects of a given problem, 
and that it must advocate the 
policy that seems best for all 
concerned. In its applica- 
tion to the crow situation, 
this is well illustrated by re- 
cent recommendations 
of 


sporting magazines that gen- 
eral campaigns be under- 
taken against the crow be- 
cause af its alleged destruc- 
tiveness to the young and 
eggs of game birds. 


That the crow, does harm, 


that it is a species well able 
to take care of itself, and 
that its local control often is 
advisable are facts very gen- 
erally recognized. Approv- 
al by the department of'lb- 
cal control measures, how- 
ever, does not carry with it 
approval of country-wide ex- 
termination campaigns or of 
intensively organized local 
drives against this bird. Bi- 
ologists assert that 
such 


forms of control as side 
hunts ha^ve been known to do 
more harm than good, since 
they frequently result in the 
destruction of innocent birds 
of many other species. 


The views of the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture on the 
food habits of the crow were 
arrived at after a study con- 
tinuing over many years and 
were based not only upon 
field observations and testi- 
mony but also upon the lab- 
oratory 
examinations of 


moXe than 2,100 
stomachs. 


The following summary of 
the attitude of the depart- 
ment is made from a bulle- 
tin on the crow, which pre- 
sents the results of investiga- 
tions* and not-only states in 
an unbiased way both the 
harm and the good done by 
the crow but outlines, a poli- 
cy regarding this bird that 
the findings seem to justify. 


The bulletin states that the 


crow, when feeding on in- 
jurious insects, crustaceans, 
rodents, and carrion, and 
when dispersing seeds of 
beneficial plants, is working 
largely fomhe best interests 
of men; however, when de- 
stroying small reptiles, arri- 
phibiansj wild birds, poultry, 
corn, and some other crops, 
when 
molesting livestock 


and distributing their dis- 
eases, and when spreading 
seeds of noxious plants, the 
bird is one of the f armers's 
enemies"; and when destroy- 
ing1 spiders and mullusks, its 
work appears in-the main to 
have a neutral.effect. The 
misdeeds of which the crow 
has been convicted greatly 
outnumber its virtues, but 
these are not necessarily 
equal in importance. Much 
of its damage to crops and 
poultry can be prevented, 
while the bird's services in 
the control of insect pests 
can ill be spared. At the 
same time no policy can be 
recommended that will al- 
low the crow to become so 
numerous as to greatly ac- 
centuate its shortcomings. 
The crow has such great ca- 
pacity for both good and 
harm that extermination of 
the species would have ulti- 
mate consequences no less 
serious than its overabund- 
ance. 


Inasmuch as this investiga- 


tion of the crow and its hab- 
its aimed at reaching general 
conclusions respecting the 
status of the bird, in order 
that the public attitude to- 
ward it might be baaed on 
sound 'economic 
principles, 


biologists of the department 
state that the laws at present 
in force in most States relat- 
ing to the crow are altogeth- 
er satisfactory. 
It is well, 


they .say, that no protection 
be afforded the bird and that 
the way be left 
open 
for 


shooting it when actually do- 
ing damage. 
Bounties are 


not recommended, neither 
are campaigns of wholesale 
destruction where complete 
extermination is the 
object 


sought. A reasonable reduc- 
tion of its numbers is consid- 
ered justifiable, however, in 
areas where the crow is ov- 
erabundant, and where the 


STATE HIGHWAY BONDS 


WILL PAY. 


Today every state could 


issue bonds profitably, eith- 
er for primary road 
build- 


ing or some of the integral or 
auxiliary construction need- 
ed, such as grade-crossing 
elimination, b r i d g e s , by- 
passes around traffic conges- 
tion, and continuous - flow 
routes without crofes-traffic 
hazards and interruptions, 
says Thomas H. MacDonald, 
chief of the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 


"There is not a single valid 


argument against the issu- 
ance of bonds for road im- 
provement as a fiscal mat- 
ter," he says. 
"The issu- 


ance, of road bonds, intelli- 
gently and scientifically ad- 
justed to the needs of the 
State, is the only way public 
credit can be exchanged for 
physical properties, better 
roads, among them, which 
are income producing and 
which do have the ability to 
pay for themselves." 


In the States which have 


made the most rapid pro- 
gress in road improvement, 
and which have advanced a 
part to the costs from bonds, 
there is not a single unfavor- 
able situation or circum- 
stance to support anti-bond 
arguments, he says. 


By statistics he shows that 


in the 17 States that have is- 
sued no bonds for State high- 
way purposes, the elector- 
ates of which are -supposed 
to frown upon bond issues on 
general principles, high-in- 
terest local bonds Tiave ac- 
tually been issued in consid- 
erably greater proportion to 
local highway income than 
in States which presumably 
favor the issuance of bonds. 


He proposes that there be 


more scientific and business- 
like financing and adminis- 
tration in highway improve- 
ment, which, he says, should 
start with a selection of 
roads to be improved ac- 
cording to their relative traf- 
fic importance and an allo- 
cation of authority to State 
and county authorities on the 
same basis. 


"The differences in the 


percentages of total mileage 
included in the State system 
of neighboring States of ap- 
proximately the -same gener- 
al culture and development 
are too -great to be account- 
ed for upon any reasonable 
basis," he says. "Also, the 
differences are too great be- 
tween the annual expendi- 
tures per mile of State sys- 
tem in States that have sys- 
tems of approximately the 
same extent and average 
traffic density approximate- 
ly ecjual. The traffic survey 
is a reliable means of de- 
terminging how large 
the 


State system should be and 
how much money should be 
spent on the several parts of 
the system. It, should be 
more generally employed in 
planning 
and 
budgeting. 


There is no excuse for in- 
equitable allocation of funds 
or wasteful expenditure/' he 
says. 


"The merry-go-round of 


income transfers now exist- 
ent between *the States and 
the counties should be abol- 
ished ; the counties are rath- 
er generally the losers and 
they can ill afford the loss," 
he says. "The question of 
indebtedness for highway 
purposes should 
be more 


frankly faced. The public 
loses and loses heavily when, 
to avoid a State debt, the 
counties are thrust into debts 
on which they must neces- 
sarily pay a high rate of in- 
terest." 


Mr. MacDonald says hon- 


est and competent highway 
officials should have reason- 
able security in their tenure, 
of office, that highway ad- 
ministration should be busi- 
nesslike, that there should 
be complete and correct ac- 
counting of highway expen- 
ditures, and that roads in 
which the public capital is 
invested should be adequate- 
ly maintained.

SENATE ONCE MORE

renewal of the controversy over 
p'rohibition is in prospect for the 
present session of the senate. 
Ten measures dealing with dry 
laws have been introduced, and'oth- 
crs, intended to c,arry out President 
Hoover's desire to tighten up en- 
forcement of the liquor law and to 
make Washington the "model of 
city law enforcement in the na- 
tion," are expected^. 


Among the measures already in- 
troduced, the one that has aroused 
the widest interest Is the proposal 
of Senator Sheppard, democrat, 
Texas, that the purchaser of liquor 
be made equally liable to punish- 
ment with the seller. 
Sheppard said today he planned 
to urge early consideration of this 
bill by the judiciary committee. It 
is certain to arouse a storm of con- 
troversy if it reaches the senate 
floor. 


District Enforcement. 
. 


Improved enforcement of the pro- 
hibition Jaw in the District of Co- 
lumbia is the purpose of a bill to be 
introduced by Senator .Howell, re- 
publican, Nebraska. He said today 
his measure in general would pro- 
vide the equivalent of a state en- 
forcement agency for the city of 
Washington. 
At present, he added, the District 
of Columbia is compelled to depend 
on the federal government for en- 
forcement while most of the states 
have both the federal and state en- 
forcement agencies. 
Another measure 
dealing with 
prohibition enforcement in Wash- 
ington is expected to result from 
suggestions to be submitted by the 
department of justice to the senate 
committee on the District of Co- 
lumbia.

GOVERNOR MOODY 
SAYS BIG CONCERNS 


IN HIU CONTROL 


GALVESTON, Dec. 7.— 


(AP)—The large public util- 
ities operating in Texas have 
swallowed up the smaller 
ones and become larger until 
in nearly every town they are 
without 
competition 
and 


have a monopoly of their 
particular business, Governor Moody 
declared today in an address before 
the convention of City Attorneys of 
Texas. 


He said the necessity for regula- 
tion and control is evident, and 
"somebody should stand between 
the consuming 
masses and the 


company, or companies, furnishing 
utility service to the public." 
"The power and duty to regulate 


the conduct of such companies, and 
the rates to be chanrged, under a 
•holding of the supreme court of 
the United States, rest upon the 
state legislature," he said. "Some 
of the larger cities have the power 
of regulation, but with this excep- 
tion and the limited control which 
the railroad commission has over 
gaso cmpanies, there is practically 
no regulation of this big Industry. 
If 
exorbitant 
rates are being 
charged the consumers, the aver- 
age^ city or 
town, is practically 
without the legal power and fi- 
nances, under existing law, neces- 
sary to correct the abuse or to 
make an inquiry Into the" matter 
and bring about an adjustment. 
Our statues were written when 
there were 
few utilities In this 
state, and for the most part such 
as existed were local concerns." 
Two Companies Independent 
Governor Moody said the analy- 
sis prepared by former Governor 
Plnchot of Pennsylvania of'public 
utility companies doing business in 
the United States, showed only two 
companies in Texas as independent 
of the larger utility organizations. 


Unincorporated villages and In* 
corporated towns with a popula- 
tion of less than 2,000 were with- 
out regulatory power, he said, de- 
claring: 


"These communities have to pay 
any rate fixed by the utility com- 
pany furnishing. the service. The 
consolidation and extension of pub- 
lic utility lines from community to 
community, 
and 
from town to 
town, has 
created 
a 
situation 


which practically destroys the ef- 
fectiveness of the power given any 
class of cities or towns to regulate 
rates. Many cities and towns are 
but stations on the lines of the 
utility companies furnishing them 
service. 
They do not have the 
means or facility for determining 
what proportion of the expense of 
the company or of its investment 
is necessary to the service of that 
town, or what would be a fair re- 
turn upon 'the investment neces- 
sary to the service furnished the 
particular town. Therefore, they 
are without the Information to fix 
the rate and without facilities and 
funds required to gain the neces- 
sary information. 
Entitled to Fair Return 
"Every public utility company Is 


entitled to a fair return on the rea- 
sonable value of the property used 
in the public service, after the legi- 
timate cost of operation Is deduct- 
ed, but it la impossible for any city 
without tremendous 
expense, to 
make the necessary inquiry to de- 
termine what rate would yield such 
return. Experience has proven in 
litigation which- the larger cities of 
Texas have had with utility com- 
panies in an effort to adjust rates 
that the expense of the litigation 
is more than any city in Texas can 
pay, 
except these larger i cities." 


He said "the helplessness of a 
city commission In a city or town 
of 10,000 or 15,000, or less, In un- 
dertaking .to fix a rate which a util- 
ity company may charge, furnishes 
the most conclusive evidence of 
the necessity for further regulation 
of public utilities." 
Regulation Necessary 


"The 
time has 
come In Texas 
when steps should be taken for 
the supervision and regulation of 
these utilities," he 
said. "The 
masses 
given 


of consumers should be 
measure of legal protec 


Don from excessive rates." 
He' cited "a 
startling 
thing," 
which he said happened in Maine, 
as an incident that "should arouse 
the people of Texas to the need of 
utility control." 


He declared that a representa- 
tive of a utility company stated 
that $300,000 spent by the utilltlet 
In carrying a referendum election. 
In Maine "was money made oott 
transactions In Texas." The election 
was on whether the exportation ol 
hydroelectric power manufactured 
from Maine water power should 
be legalized. 


"Are the people of Texas to be 
traded on, money to be made and 
extracted from 
their pockets by 
utility companies for use In elec- 
tions which they attempt to con- 
trol in the state of Maine?" Gov 
ernor Moody asked.
